How Carbon Deposit and Leaky Valves Rob 


Engine's Power 


I am sure most of my readers know from experience what an annoy- 


ing and temper trying experience it is to try to pump up a deflated 
tire with a tire purnp that is not air tifjht. 
You pump and pump, get- 


ting1 warmer and warmer every minute, both inside and outside, yet 
with all your hard work, the tire inflates with exasperating slowness. 


When your engine commences to lose its power and pep. it may 


be for the same reason that the tire pump lakes so lon~ to pump up 
the tire. Your engine is composed of a number of c.vhnders which if 
they are going jo do their work properly, must be air tight. If any 
of the valves arc leaking, when the pistons come up on the compres- 
sion stroke, part of the charge of gasoline mixture leaks away, then 
the engine naturally fails to develop its full power. 


It is a good idea, therefore, at this time of the year, to examine all 


valves and see that they arc seating properly and holding compression. 
This is not a difficult operation, and can be performed by any driver 
that takes an interest in his car. 


Some engines have caps fitted 


over the valves. In this case, all 
that is necessary is to remove the 
valve caps'then the valves can be 
taken out. If, however, there are 
no valve caps over the valves, then 
the first thing to do is to drain the 
cooling system. 
While the water 


is draining oil. disconnecMhe spark 
plug wires and tag each one as 
you take it off. so that you will 
know which cylinder it goes to. 
Next remove the spark plugs and 
the top hose connection. 


Now remove the cylinder head holding down bolts or if studs_ are 


u«ed, remove the nuts on them. The cvlindcr head can now be lifted 
off. 


The first thing you will notice on lifting off the head will be a 


deposit of gritty black carbon deposit, and this must be removed be- 
fore you start grinding in the valves. 
This carbon deposit is the 


cause" of overheating, knocking and loss of power,' especially during 
the warm weather. To remove the carbon, use a fiat scraper and a 
wire brush.

"Why all the dishonesty and subterfuge 


about 
American participation in the 


World Court? Secretary of State Hughes- 
two years ago took this question up and 
gave it his earnest and thorough consid- 


I eration. He made a report to President 
| Harding, "who concurred in his recom- 
:mendation for 'American adhesion to the 
existing Permanent Court of Internation- 
al Justice with certain reservations. Mr. 
Harding :s indorsement was whole-heart- 
ed. He immediately brought the matter 
to the attention of the senate and entered 
•upon an active and aggressive campaign 
to enlist public support of his proposal. 
That he succeeded there can be no doubt. 


Mr. Harding's recommendation for 


!American adhesion was referred to the 
foreign relations committee of the senate 
over which Sir. Lodge presides. It has 
been buried in that committee for con- 
siderably more than a year.

scientious efeort has been made to deal 
•with the subject in any form, notwith- 
standing President Coolidge indorsed' the 
[World court and stated it to be his pur- 
pose to carry out tho policies of his pre- 
decessor.

Last week it was officially given out at

"Worse than tho ?"y system fostered by 


the national govc-;...-ient are the spy or- 
ganizations - which are 'being formed in 
different parts of the land. For one 
purpose or another, good or bad, citizens 
in this locality and that establish asso- 
ciations to carry on surveillance of neigh- 
bors. Good government and law enforce- 
ment cannot be brought about by spy- 
ing. 
Spying sets neighbor against neigh- 


bor, friend .against friend, and. no mat- 
ter how good the motives promoting it 
may be, it is more pernicious than any 
evil -which it aims to correct. It is a 
contemptible system, worthy only such 
governments as the Russian soviet, which 
must maintain their existence by force 
and tyranny. 


The extent to which espionage has

It 
has had entirely too much the appear- 
ance of being employed to shield graft 
and crime and to thwart those engaged 
in their exposure and prosecution.

The small 
nozzle attachment, without the- brush, 
used at the end of tho hose can reach 
a considerable distance and will take 
up a large amount of dirt. Pull the 
hope out now and then in order to be 
cure that it Is not choked.
